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Law enforcement touts 
Crime Gun Intelligence 
Center in Chicago

On a high-definition screen overhead, Chi- 
cago police surveillance video from a tough 
West Side street corner played in real time. 
At desks below, federal and local investigators 
combed through digital maps showing where 
violent crimes occur and where the guns in- 
volved came from. 

The alcove in the Chicago office of the 
federal Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms 
and Explosives has been turned into a region- 
al gun crime hub, a place where officials from 
several agencies said Thursday they hope to 
work together more closely to accelerate in- 


vestigations and link crimes to one another. 

“The most important thing is the timeli- 
ness in which gun violence can be stopped,” 
Alfonza Wysinger, first deputy superinten- 
dent of the Chicago Police Department, told 
reporters Thursday. “This center will be an in- 
valuable asset in identifying, investigating and 
prosecuting the trigger pullers that are on the 
streets of Chicago today.” 

Federal and local agencies have long shared 
information, but officials said the Chicago 
Crime Gun Intelligence Center represents a 
greater level of collaboration and promises to 
piece together disparate data points to solve 
past shootings and stop future ones. 

“The investigative and intelligence analysis 
that needs to be done ... it is very time con- 
suming and very labor-intensive,” said Carl 


Vasilko, the special agent in charge of the 
ATF’s Chicago office. “That, frankly, is not 
where we’ve done a very good job in the past. 
We get the hits, we link the crimes, but we 
don’t have the resources and the analysts to 
devote to the tedious work of trying to piece 
these puzzles together.” 

The new center should help that, Vasilko 
said. The work being done there will be an ex- 
tension of longstanding ATF efforts but with 
greater interaction between agencies, he said. 
Chicago police have joined the project, and 
the FBI has pledged its help. More than a doz- 
en other agencies — federal, county, municipal, 
Illinois and Indiana—also are helping out. 

Vasilko said porous state lines allow guns 
that might be connected to multiple crimes to 
flow into Chicago. By sharing databases and ex-

pertise on a regional and national basis, he said, 
authorities should be able to solve more crimes. 

The Chicago ATF office began oversee- 
ing operations in northern Indiana this year, 
a move that Vasilko said made sense since 
about 20 percent of guns recovered from Chi- 
cago crimes can be traced back to Indiana. 

“The reality is these guys, these shooters ... 
move freely across the borders,” said David 
Capp, the US. attorney for northern Indiana. 
“They commit crimes in Indiana, they come 
back to Chicago, they commit crimes up here.” 

Wysinger said the center could have a real 
impact on Chicago crime. 

“By combining all of these law enforcement 
databases,” he said, “we will greatly reduce 
the time it takes to get evidence back into the 
hands of our investigators.”

Chor desire hor xemmunication has oot 
waned with the ubiquitousness of technol- 
ogy. But what we have done is transferred our 
“voices” to a new medium, such as sites like 
the re-launched EveryBlock, Next Door and 
private, local Facebook groups. Once I learned 
about these online portals, I felt a greater 
connection to the world around me. I was no 
longer just a single renter among other renters 
and homeowners. I was a member of the com- 
munity, knowledgeable and connected. 

As our society has grown increasingly 
disconnected from real-life interactions, our 
methods of communication have turned to 
the digital. But how do we address tangible 
issues in our neighborhoods if most of our 
interactions are online? 

Through my interactions within these 
spaces, I learned about a rise in burglaries and 
rabberies. I had a better understanding of 
the eniffiel defacing properties. ied sismply 
learni ng shou the dig partes qnel concerns of 
oy meighbars fucked a beter sense of place 


and fas lielped ground me to the faces and 
sidewalks aml Lusinesses around me. 

However a3 the popularity of these sites 
grow, sp tact clo internccions fueled by the sort 
ofcrucly and passive-ageressiveness that so 
easily is born aut of anpnymity and infinite 
"space." [ can cariplirn about the “outsiders” 
who bring their children to the local elemen- 
tary school and dhreaten the opening of a 
potential new Tracer Joe’s from the comfort 
af may mn Lome. Ip is easier to view them 
as people “rar like me” when I only have a 
circumstantial idea of who they are (the adults 
[ see occasionally inthe morning or early 
afternoon), af oourse, 

[rs easier to talk about the people around 
us—neutively and ptrsitively—when we don’t 
have ro immextiarely face their reactions. It’s 
less easy tu complain about my neighbors 
when 1 learn that many of these “outsiders” do 
live in my neighborhood, and have lived here 
for far longer than I have. Their concerns are 
legitimate, too. 

Despite the ownership I feel of where I live, 
thanks much in part to these groups, they also 
remind me through these interactions that I 
am not alone here. That is both easier (due to 
the Internet’s anonymity) and more difficult 
(due to the growing popularity of these sites) 
to remember. As these sites continue to grow, 
I imagine they will continue to inhabit dual 
identities: as community-builder and com- 
plaints board, as connector and divider. But 
maybe the longer someone like me uses them, 
the more likely I'll be to find a way to see 
things from a different perspective, to truly 
exist as a good neighbor and not just one look- 
ing ta shout among a thousand shouts.

Hot funds in the summer 


Organizers say dwindling ‘suggested donations’ make fests less feasible, while others ask what the money is for

It’s just a suggestion, and more Chi- 
cagoans are taking it that way when 
it comes to coughing up cash before 
entering a fest. 

Suggested donations are a neighbor- 
hood fest staple, a product of event 
organizers attempting to cover costs 
while still following the city’s ordi- 
nances prohibiting charging admission 
to a gathering in the public way. But 
with a still-struggling economy and an 
increasing number of festival options 
in Chicago, festival organizers say 
donations are way down. Yet a coali- 
tion of Chicago neighborhood groups 
recently called upon some fests in 
their areas to open up their ledgers and 
prove that the donated money is going 
to the right places. 


As Chicago comes down from a weekend 
at Wicker Park’s Do-Division and gears up for 
festivals such as North Center’s RibFest and 
Andersonville’s Midsommerfest, the peren- 
nial question is asked: Will Chicago choose to 
pay the piper at the gates again, or duck the 
donations? 

“It’s been really hard,” said Hank Zemola, 
CEO of Chicago Special Events Manage- 
ment, which provides fest services like secu- 
rity, gate management and logistics. “Some 
of these groups have been [hosting fests} for 
20 or 25 years, and they are getting really dis- 
couraged.” 

Zemola said donations at fests have sharply 
declined since 2009. He estimates that fests 
which may have once peaked at $100,000 
in gate donations are now seeing more like 
$40,000 to $50,000. It’s a combination of 
the public’s lack of spending cash, an oversat- 
uration of weekend events and, in many cases, 
a general misunderstanding by the public of 
where the money actually goes. 

“People don’t get it,” he said. “They don’t 
get most of these events are fundraisers. 
They think it’s just a big party and don’t know 
where the expenses are.” 

Zemola—whose clients include Roscoe Vil- 
lage Burger Fest, Oyster Fest and Wells Street 
Art Festival, among dozens of others—ex- 
plained donations have many uses, which vary 


What's this fest worth to you?

Whether or not to pay the suggested donation at a street festival probably isn’t the most 
vexing decision you'll make this summer. (It’s got nothing on the “skirt or romper?” quag- 
mire.) But when you're passing through the temporary gates and a fest volunteer’s expect- 
ant eyes lock with yours, how’s a person to decide whether to fork over the cash? 


How much time are you planning to spend at 

the fest? If you're just walking down that street to get to a friend’s 

apartment, | wouldn't worry about skipping the donation. But if you’re 

making a whole day of the fest, listening to the bands and browsing the 

vendors, then consider whether that entertainment is worth a few bucks. 
Most likely, it is. Think about how much you'd spend to see a band in concert; it’s probably 
way more than the $5 or $10 fest donation. We all prefer high-quality music instead of 
some high schoolers’ cover band, but organizers need a budget to make that happen. 


Consider whether the fest is in your neighborhood. 


Your donation could make a difference to schools or the local chamber of 
commerce. If you’ve wanted to see some flowers planted or new benches 
installed, you should probably hand over a few bucks to help make it 


happen. Most of us don’t have the spare cash to fund the programs that 
make our neighborhoods better, but a fest donation earns you a share of the warm fuzzies. 


Can you afford the donation? A $5 suggested donation is fairly 
standard, but some fests ask $10 on top of the money you'll spend on beer 
and food. When | was fresh out of college, | could stretch $10 a long way. If 

donating a whole ten spot feels like a lot, consider giving just a few dollars. 


And if you really can’t spare the cash, don’t feel judged. There are way more 
egregious fest crimes—just ask the sunburned dude puking into a planter.

event to event. For one, they cover the cost 
of entertainment. Additionally, the money 
made can go to a local chamber of commerce 
or community organization to improve the 
area throughout the year. In many cases, addi- 
tional funds are doled out to charities, schools 
and non-profits in the community. 

Specific to Burger Fest, which is hosted by 
the Roscoe Village Chamber of Commerce, 
costs exceed $300,000 to put on the event, 
according to committee chair and chamber 
president Ron Kinn. About one-third of that 
cost is covered by donations, which Kinn 
said have held relatively steady. But the price 
has gone up, from $7 last year to $8 this year, 
mostly to cover increasing costs and better 
entertainment. 

‘A lot of people don’t realize the city is not 
paying for this,” he said. “It’s nonprofits put- 
ting themselves out there and taking a risk. 
The percentage of revenue the chamber 
depends on for these fests is huge. Without 


them, it would change our model for every- 
thing we do in the community.” 

But the declining donations could signal a 
reckoning for many. 

“T think these next few years are going to 
be make or break for a lot of events,” Zemola 
said, adding that 2013 was the final year for 
two of his clients—Lincoln Park Arts Festi- 
val and Lincoln Live Festival—due to the de- 
creases in donations. 

At North Center’s RibFest, event manage- 
ment company Big Buzz Ideas has also seen 
some decline. Melissa Lagowski, the com- 
pany’s owner, said they had once estimated a 
75 percent donation rate. Now, it is more like 
60 to 70 percent. 

“In the last few years, it has been challeng- 
ing,” she said. “Many years ago, our fests used 
to see much higher donation ratios.” 

The company has combated the losses with 
a grant program it offers local nonprofits. At 
RibFest, for example, about 600 volunteers 


are needed. Nonprofits are allowed to offer up 
volunteers in exchange for a guaranteed grant 
to their organization. The volunteers are then 
trained to politely greet patrons at the gate, 
with the hope they'll inform them that their 
donations are going to benefit their causes. 

“They see skepticism at the gates,” she said. 
“People sometimes don’t believe [where their 
money goes] because other fests aren't always 
upfront and honest.” 

Steve Jensen, president of the Bucktown 
Community Organization, shares a certain 
amount of skepticism of donations. Last 
week, he and four other community organiza- 
tions formed a coalition and released a state- 
ment, calling for more transparency in their 
processes when it comes to taking money. 

“There’s a lot going on in our city and our 
neighborhoods that people are seemingly tak- 
ing advantage of us,” he said of the coalition, 
which also includes the Wicker Park Com- 
mittee, Ukrainian Village Neighborhood As- 
sociation, East Village Association and Chi- 
cago Grand Neighbors Association. “If the 
neighborhoods are going to bear the brunt of 
these [fests]—everything from people park- 
ing on our side streets to drunken urination 
and fights —we felt that it was our time to de- 
mand where the finances go.” 

Jensen said the coalition was formed after 
several occasions when questions about fi- 
nances were “misdirected or ignored” by dif- 
ferent organizations that host fests in those 
neighborhoods. After releasing the state- 
ment, Jensen said they have already gotten 
preliminary numbers from Do-Division and 
West Fest, but are still waiting on others. 

“This is not to be misconstrued that we’re 
looking for money,” he said. “We need ... the 
true transparent information in order for us 
to champion these fests.” 

At the end of the day, though, it’s going to 
be up to patrons on whether they'll take the 
“suggestion.” 

“I try to pay when I can,” said Azure An- 
derson, 23, of Rogers Park, “especially if it’s a 
neighborhood I am familiar with or work in 
or am a frequent visitor in. I know it is going 
to make a difference.” 

Northwestern student and North Center 
resident Michael McCarthy, 20, isn’t sold on 
the suggestion. He skipped donations more 
often than not last summer. 

“Once I realized they’re not going to chase 
after me, I’d rather save that $5 and spend it 
inside,” he said. “It’s just a suggestion, do I re- 
ally need to pay that much?”

A publishing company was never part of the 
plan. The name belonged to a college band. 
The book that started it all began as a simple 
writing exercise. 

Whether you credit an entrepreneurial 
spirit, love of literature or too many nights of 
drinking and sharing ideas, Curbside Splen- 
dor was born of deep passion. 

Victor David Giron always wanted to be 
creative, hoping to go to college for philoso- 
phy. Abandoning that dream out of respect for 
the work his immigrant parents put into estab- 
lishing themselves in the US., he instead ma- 
jored in business at the University of Illinois. 

But that creative itch never went away, and 


é  —— 
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as he began to document high school memo- 
ries, Giron realized he had the beginnings of 
a novel. He wrote the semi-autobiographical 
“Sophomoric Philosophy,” but when it came 
time to publish, the process of selling the 
book seemed like a “black pit.” 

Instead, Giron forged his own path, teaming 
up with artistic friends to found a fake publish- 
ing company, Curbside Splendor. Named after 
his band at U. of I., the group released “Sopho- 
moric Philosophy” in October 2010. 

Fake or not, Curbside Splendor sparked 
something in Giron, and he began to partici- 
pate in more literary events. In 2011 he came 
across Jacob Knabb, then-editor in chief of 
Another Chicago magazine. While spending

time scheming together on barstools, Giron 
and Knabb realized they had found what they 
needed to grow a successful business. 

“I'd been on the scene in Chicago for a de- 
cade and done tons of different readings and 
parties and all kinds of different things and 
curated monthly series, so for me it was kind 
of old,” said Knabb, 38, who had dreamed of

taking his knowledge of Chicago’s literary 
scene to steer his magazine toward publish- 
ing. “I saw it all again through fresh eyes in 
talking to Victor. And he had all this excite- 
ment and I did too.” 

Giron, 40, understood Knabb’s ideas and 
thought his own business skills might help 
turn the ideas into reality. 

“I just sort of was drawn to his personality 
and his passion for books,” Giron said. 

They started publishing books, with Giron 
at the helm as president and publisher and 
Knabb working as editor in chief in charge 
of acquisitions. Success came fast with Am- 
ber Sparks’ “May We Shed These Human 
Bodies,” named the Best Small Press Debut 


of 2012 by The Atlantic, and “Chicago 
Stories —40 Dramatic Fictions,” by 
Michael Czyzniejewski, which also gar- 
nered national attention. As a result, 
Curbside was picked up by Consortium 
Book Sales and Distributors in 2012. 

“In order to make that sort of leap, 
we had to start operating as a real pub- 
lishing company,” Giron said. 

This meant no more publishing on a 
whim—these days, Curbside’s sched- 
ule is planned well in advance. The 
duo hired their first full-time staffer, 
managing editor Naomi Huffman, 25, 
a longtime fan of Curbside through 
her role as assistant literary editor at 
Newcity. 

“{Giron and Knabb]} are two men 
that have huge separate lives aside 
from Curbside,” said Huffman, not- 
ing Giron’s position in the finance de- 
partment of a large spirits company, 
Knabb’s teaching job in Lake Forest 
and their growing families. “They have 
all of these things that can prove to be 
distractions or can prove to be enough 
to fulfill and make a life happy, but 
they’re still very dedicated to Curbside 
and making it into a profitable business. 
They’re also very dedicated to publish- 
ing emerging voices and Chicago voices 
in particular.” 

Huffman has demonstrated her own 
devotion, allowing her West Town 
apartment to become the company’s 
headquarters. Her living room is piled 
with two dozen boxes of books. 

“That means that everything that I 
do at Curbside happens at my kitchen 
table,” she said. “Interns will be work 
ing with me out of my apartment.” 

Though Curbside’s catalog continues 
to grow, with eight books being released 
this spring and summer and 12 more 
following during the fall and winter, 
its authors will continue to experience 
the dedication Bill Hillmann, author of 
“The Old Neighborhood,” felt while re- 
leasing his book. 

The team accompanied 32-year-old 
Hillmann, a longtime boxer, to the 
Golden Gloves boxing finals, where 
Huffman and Curbside intern Lanna 
Flack sat at a merchandise table selling 
his books. 

“Damn man, these are really cool 
people, man, to give up their Friday and 
Saturday night to hang out at a boxing 
event and, like, get hit on by dirty old 
men and stuff,” Hillmann remembers 
thinking. “You can just tell that they re- 
ally love what they’re doing. That’s rare 
in life, that you can find people that are 
able to do what they really love.”

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A new way to pay 
for Riot Fest tickets

Music lovers who struggle to buy tickets to 
Riot Fest have a new option to pay for the 
three-day celebration of punk, rock and hip 
hop: layaway. 

For the first time, the organizers of the 
10-year-old festival announced today that fans 
can purchase their tickets with a layaway option, 
where they pay in three or four installments. 
The move is a way to make the event more ac- 
cessible to the 50,000 plus people that crowd 
into Humboldt Park to hear the bands play. 

“We just really always want to help our fans,” 
said Michael Petryshyn, the founder of the 
festival, which takes place in September. “We 
came up with the idea a few weeks ago, and the 
reason being [that] festivals tend to be pretty 
expensive. We try to keep our tickets as reason- 
able as possible, but there are still people who 
can’t afford to go.” 

Riot Fest is a neighborhood parade of live

concerts that stretches over a weekend. This 
year’s festival will feature Wu-Iang Clan, Jane’s 
Addiction, The Cure and The Flaming Lips 
among more than 100 other bands. 

Three-day passes to the festival cost about 
$190. This is the first year the festival is offer- 
ing the layaway option, and it’s the first festival 
to offer such a payment plan in Chicago, Pet- 
ryshyn said. 

“We're trying to find creative ways to make 
the festival affordable,” he said. “This is a trial 
run for us and so far the response has been over- 
whelming. We’ve been getting emails and hits 
on social media. The reaction is, “Thank you so 
much.’ And we say, ‘See you at the show’ ”

The beautiful romance of former 
Chicagoan John Green’s powerful and widely 
popular “The Fault in Our Stars” stays beauti- 
ful in movie form, though the filmmaking 
often fails to do it justice. 

(Reminder: This is a review of the movie, 
not the book or the story, both of which I 
support enthusiastically.) 

To its credit, “The Fault in Our Stars” re- 
mains a drama about people who have cancer,

not a cancer drama about cancer patients. It’s 
got some wit and writers (the team behind 
“The Spectacular Now” and “[s0o0]} Days 
of Summer”) who can be funny and sweet. 
Hazel (Shailene Woodley) has survived longer 
than expected, and the charismatic Augustus 
(Ansel Elgort, Woodley’s brother in “Di- 
vergent”) has had no evidence of cancer for 
more than a year. They develop a relationship 
that’s meant to be a big love, way bigger than 
nonsense in something like “Endless Love.” 
And it is. What happens between Hazel and 
Augustus isn’t bound by age or the amount of 
time they’ve spent together. They experience 
the euphoria and devastation of deep con- 
nection, kicked off from the ever-relatable 
swapping of things they love (in this case, 
books) and, at least for Hazel, turning her 
not-yet-ringing phone into a watched pot. 

It’s disappointing, then, that director Josh

Boone (“Stuck in Love”) has such a rigid feel 
for the material, keeping the bullet points 
and sacrificing the details. “The Fault in Our 
Stars” maintains the sadness and frustration 
of Green’s book, but the novel’s dimensions 
are lost as the observation and poetry trickle 
away, and general ideas are replicated without 


the necessary context. 

With less of Hazel’s first-person perspective, 
the peaks and valleys of anticipation and pain 
aren't as high or low. And for a film that begins 
with the main character declaring, “This is the 
truth. Sorry,” the sprinkling of pop songs atop 
large moments of feeling seems to contradict 
what Green’s book so eloquently reveals: that 
significant moments in life, including death, 
aren't artificially enhanced scenes out of mov- 
ies. Their spontaneity is what makes them 
real or wonderful or tragic. He sees illness as a 
specific, awful complication in a world where 
everyone is living and dying at a different rate, 
but on screen the comparatively light-on-con- 
flict “The Fault in Our Stars” only embraces 
the tip of the rough edges. 

Of course, movies rarely live up to their 
books. I got choked up a few times and saw 
plenty of bleary eyes after the screening. 
Amid very good casting (including Laura 
Dern as Hazel’s mom), “The Fault in Our 
Stars” captures genuine courage and the 
incredible luck and impact that comes with 
being your favorite person’s favorite person.

Well-executed deja vu

was and then wasn’t a thing, the movie told an 
unexpectedly winning story about how to live 
and that, to an extent, any day can be a great 
day. (Certain terms and conditions may apply.) 
Now it’s another trip around the clock 
with “Edge of Tomorrow,” an entertaining 
version of a video store clerk making a love 
connection between the boxes for “Ground- 
hog Day” and “Starship Troopers.” Based on 
the 2004 Japanese novel “All You Need is 
Kill,” “Edge of Tomorrow” stars Tom Cruise 
as aman. ... forced to relive the same day on 
repeat. It’s much like “Groundhog Day,” 
with small-town Pennsylvania replaced by 
mid-apocalypse London and the groundhog 
replaced by alien invaders who are ugly blurs 
of tentacles and death. Through a perceived

loophole in the aliens’ behavior, Cage 
(Cruise), made to become a soldier, wakes up 
and starts over every time he dies in a battle 
to, as usual, save humanity. 

Cage’s lone ally is a famous super-soldier 
named Rita (Emily Blunt, who also messed 
with time in “Looper”). That also was the 
name of Andie MacDowell’s “Groundhog 
Day” character, which I assume author Hiro- 
shi Sakurazaka and the film’s writers (includ- 
ing “The Usual Suspects” scribe Christopher 
McQuarrie) wouldn’t call a coincidence. Rita 
tells Cage to find her after he dies, suggesting 
she can help in this futuristic wasteland that’s 
more compelling than Cruise’s “Oblivion.” 
Director Doug Liman (“The Bourne Identi- 
ty”) keeps the action pumping, particularly in 
a military attack sequence that’s like a sci-fi 
“Saving Private Ryan.” In a summer when so 
far only “Godzilla” has generated excitement

from its spectacle, “Edge of Tomorrow” gets 
it done. 

“Tomorrow” isn’t surprising or about 
much, though, quickly moving toward 
familiar chronological gymnastics and away 
from a topical notion of how much easier it is 
to recruit folks to fight than do the fighting 
yourself. Where Phil initially panicked in 
“Groundhog Day,” Cage adapts to his role 


quite calmly. 

“Edge of Tomorrow” is kinda funny and 
never boring, even as you think just how 
many non-alien-related movies (including 
“About Time,” “Source Code” and even “The 
Truman Show’) fall under the same umbrella. 
Perhaps it’s appropriate that “Edge” feels like 
hearing a joke for the second time and still 
mildly chuckling.

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A flawed, familiar fight 


At the Maine private 
high school where 
he teaches honors 
English, Jack (Clive 
Owen) enjoys forcing 
his colleagues to play 
a game. It’s not as 
macabre as Jigsaw’s 
demands in “Saw,” though Jack’s nearly as 
pushy. He says a five-syllable word, and the 
other person must reply with another five- 
syllable word beginning with the next letter 
of the alphabet. A word Jack should start 
using: “insufferable.” That’s what he is during 
much of “Words and Pictures,” a low-stakes 
drama that shoots for intellectual flirting but 
mostly creates pretentious jibber-jabber. 
Jack, a former literary star who calls haiku 
“early tweets” and relentlessly notes words’ 
derivations, has become a bitter shadow of 
himself. He’s an alcoholic because this is a 
movie about a writer. Creative rejuvenation 
comes, sort of, in the form of Dina Delsanto 
(Juliette Binoche), an honors art teacher 
struggling with rheumatoid arthritis who at

first thinks Jack is a “madman.” He’s heard 
that she’s been called “the icicle,” and their 
relationship gets off to the kind of salty start 
that only can lead to romance. Meanwhile, 
they enliven their classes through a fierce 
battle over which are more important, words 
or pictures. 

Inspiring previously indifferent students 
is a good thing, though each main character 
makes a total of one interesting statement— 
Jack denying anyone can become who they 
used to be and Dina wondering if a person’s 
work ever represents the best of them. “Dead 
Poets Society,” which “Words and Pictures” 
blatantly rips off with a crass student calling 
Jack “my captain,” showed how to make 
onscreen poetry sing—and it wasn’t a song of 
smug obnoxiousness. 

Yet director Fred Schepisi (“Fierce Crea- 
tures,” “Mr. Baseball”) and writer Gerald Di 
Pego (“Phenomenon”), also borrowing from 


“School Ties” and “The Words” and at times 
approaching the grating “Admission,” address 
no juicy or profound issues in their debate. 
The ultimate showdown in the tiresome 
“Words and Pictures” exclusively includes 
quotes from legendary writers but no classic 
works of art. As if we weren't already dealing 


with apples and oranges. 

If you’re going to depict a war, depict a 
war—not a casual, hypothetical disagreement 
that ultimately has no answer and doesn’t 
matter. We could talk all day about the value 
of movies vs. music or dance vs. sports. But 
we don't need to.
